For Measures to Limit 


Export Sales 


NEW YORK, Nov. 28 —A formal 
appeal for government regulation 
of the nation’s food supply was to­ 
day sent President Wilson by the 
National Housewives’ League, rep­ 
resenting two million women. 
The resolution 
says 
that the 
“ American people 
are 
suffering 
from exorbitant prices due to crop 
shortage, Increased 
exports, 
de­ 
creased imports and speculation,’’ 
and urged the government to “ de­ 
termine by all possible methods 
the food supply needed to feed the 
people of America and take meas­ 
ures to limit export sales to the 
surplus 
over 
domestic 
require­ 
ments.’’ 
The Housewives’ resolution was 
adopted by the state chairman of 
the League in every state. 
The 
League’s boycott is spreading and 
promises to become nation-wide. 
Simultaneously, 
Patrick 
E. 
Quinn, government commissioner 
for New South W ales, explained 
the Australian system of food con­ 
trol to the 
United 
Press 
and 
recommended its adoption here. 
He said: 
“ W ith the speculators 
holding 
the gun to the heads of the Amer­ 
ican people, your situation seems 
to demand drastic measures. The 
storing of eggs, butter, meat, poul­ 
try, etc., to boost prices is only 
less criminal than the destruction 
of food to keep the market up 
such as I’ve seen in 
San 
Fran­ 
cisco. 
“ At home we provide a reason­ 
able profit for the producer, whole­ 
saler and retailer, yet sell many 
articles at half and less than half 
of what you pay here. 
“ Every 
Monday 
morning 
the 
prevailing prices in staples 
are 
’ announced by 
the 
government. 
The solution of your speculation 
problem seems simple— legislation 
prohibiting the sale of cold stor­ 
age products altogether. There is 
plenty of food in 
America, 
but 
speculators have the dealers and 
consumers by the throats.”

Throngs On Shore Watch English Airmen Bring Down Aerial 


Dreadnought #After Thrilling Battle At Height of 


8000 Feet, Nine Miles Out From Land 


LONDON, Nov. 28.— Two Zeppe­ 
lins, raiding Eastern England last 
night, were brought down, it was 
today officially announced.

I “ OLD HOME” DAY 
I 


T la well to hark back now and then 
to the old days and the old ways. 
Thanksgiving day la the begin­ 
ning was a New England holiday. 
It Is only of late years that it has been 
domesticated in the rest of the country 
and made a federal observance. 
Ex-Secretary of the Navy John D. 
Long in a reminiscent article told how 
the Pilgrims celebrated It. He wrote: 
A man must have been bom in a 
New England village more than a gen­ 
eration ago to know the full old time 
flavor of Thanksgiving day. Then was 
the day of the ‘‘old home." Then fami­ 
lies were large. 
Flocks of boys and 
girls were In evidence and filled the 
half dosen or more scattered school­ 
houses which since then have become 
so depopulated that most of them have 
been abandoned, and the vastly di­ 
minished number of successors of for­ 
mer crowds of scholars are carted back 
and forth in a single omnibus to some 
more pretentious structure at the vil­ 
lage center. Then holidays were rare. 
New Year's day and Washington’s 
birthday and even Christmas, still un­ 
der the blight of the old Puritan pro­ 
test, were for the most part unobserv­ 
ed. 
Fast day had no significance in 
the way of its recognition, except pos­ 
sibly a sermon or, lf the snow was off 
the ground, a game of ball 
The 
Fourth of July was an outdoor cele­ 
bration, often as quiet as a Sunday 
after the old awivel had been fired off 
at sunrise. 
The crowning festival of the year 
was Thanksgiving—the festival of the 
fireside—when the apples and pump­ 
kins had been gathered, when the ear­ 
ly snowflakes had fallen and when 
grandfather and grandmother and Un­ 
cle Isaac and Aunt Betsy were invited 
to dinner, and any boy who had stray­ 
ed away to an occupation elsewhere 
came back with the appetite of a 
hound and burst in at the kitchen door 
with a shout and got the hearty home 
greeting. 
It was. "Hello, mother"— 
nobody 
then 
said 
"mamma”—and, 
“Well, lf that ain't you, Sam!" Then 
the "beef critter" bad been killed and 
his quarters stored for the winter's 
only supply of fresh meat. 
The hog 
that had grunted all summer in his pen 
and grown fat had gone under the 
butcher’s knife; souse and sausage had 
sent their appetizing odor through the 
house, and the pork barrel was full. 
“Mother” and “the girls"—there were 
no servants—for days previous had 
been making marvelous constructions 
of mince and apple and pumpkin pies. 
The turkey flanked one end of the ta­ 
ble and a huge chicken pie the other. 
The small boy, already gorged, when 
his aunt slyly asked him which kind 
of pie he would have, aa if he could 
have but one, timidly but eagerly an­ 
swered back, "All three."

Of LONG AGO 
T 


H E fondest memory I cherish 
is of my boyhood Thanksgiv­ 
ing,” said Chauncey M. De­ 
pew, "and, although Thanks­ 
givings may be now just the same as 
they were then, they do not seem the 
same to me—not by a long shot. 
“When I was a lad I lived at Peeks­ 
kill upon a farm, our country estate 
and the same which now belongs to 
me. We awoke on Thanksgiving day 
at early dawn and were up dancing 
and singing with glee. There were to 
be no gifts, of course, but the house 
was full of company, who were with 
us to spend the day, and that fact, to­ 
gether with the presence of about a 
dozen little cousins, made the Depew 
boys and girls very early risers and 
merry from the minute the sun awoke. 
"My father and mother were very 
strict They did not think Thanksgiv-

So my mother always

“Then came church tlnje! And Into 
a great sleigh we all bundled. 
It 
seems to me now that we had snow 
earlier In those days, for I can remem­ 
ber being stowed away under the robes 
like a little animated mummy not ex­ 
pected to see light until unveiled at the 
end of the journey. There always was 
a very long church service, and poor 
mother employed all her time comfort­ 
ing or frowning upon us as the occa­ 
sion seemed to demand. After a time 
church was out Then came the din­ 
ner and the fun. For In the old time 
Thanksgiving celebrations the whole 
character of the day changed after 
church, and what bad before been the 
strictest Sunday conduct became as 
riotous as the revelers could make It 
"Oh, what a dinner we had! I think 
now we must have been very rich folk 
to afford so much. 
In those days no 
one had course dinners. And the table 
was ‘set’ when the family filed into 
the room, and the center of the feast 
was turkey—nothing but turkey. 
"After dinner came the dessert. This 
always consisted of thirteen different 
kinds of pie. I used to eat all thirteen, 
and my father was proud of me for IL 
If auythlng happened so that I could 
not get beyond the twelfth kind of pie 
father rallied me upon growing weak 
and mother looked anxious for my 
health. 
I can see those triangles of 
pie uow. There was mince, of course. 
Then came ‘punkin.’ apple, custard, co­ 
coanut. lemon, prune, blackberry (can­ 
ned i. dried peach and several others, 
winding up with cranberry. It was a 
great treat for us boys, who never at 
any other time In the year really had 
all the pie we could eat After dinner 
we sat down quietly In the parlor and 
my grandmother told ua stories. We 
were, ourselves, quite too full for ut­ 
terance. Surely too full for play. 
"But the sequel to Thanksgiving day 
was most interesting of all. 
It fol­ 
lowed on Thanksgiving night. Just like 
a Nemesis. And its program was this: 
When it came time for all to go to bed 
ray mother would call us children in 
the pantry, aud then came the little 
dose which w’as to counteract all bad 
effects of the overstulfing process. My 
dose was always castor olL And well 
I remember how It was prepared. 
First into the cup went a great deal 
of molasses. Then came a spoonful of 
the oil. Then more molasses. This I 
had to drink. Since then I have spent 
many Thanksgiving days, but I never 
enjoyed any as well as those—except 
the castor oil afterward.”

country in order to learn English. Slip 
decided, however, that siie might also 
learn wireless telegraphy at the same 
time, and. therefore, has studied

where she has lived several months 
with friends. 
Miss 
Estrada 
suffered 
imprison­ 
ment when she was captured by the 
followers of Huerta, and was threat­ 
ened with death. 
While imprisoned,

Zacatecas and after a battle which 
the girl witnessed from a window in 
her cell, defeated the Huerta forces 
and subsequently rescued Miss Es­ 
trada.

WASHINGTON. Nev. 28—The fish­ 
ing industry of the Pacific coast lost 
one of its principal builders in the 
death of Alvin B. Alexander, who died 
here at the age of 62. 
At the time of 
ids death Mr. Alexander was assist­ 
ant in charge of the division of sta­ 
tistics 
and 
methods of the Pnited 
States bureau of fisheries. 
For a period of fifteen years, from 
1887 to 1903. "M ajor” Alexander, as he 
was familiarly known on the Pacific 
coast, filled the position of fishery 
expert on the I’nited States fish ex­ 
perimental steamer Albatross, and in 
the important explorations of the ves­ 
sel in Alaska, the islands of the Pa­ 
cific and on the Atlantic coast. Major 
Alexander 
was 
widely 
known, 
not 
only to those of the fishery trade, but 
to many engaged in other lines. 
Ma­ 
jor Alexander was recognized us an 
expert in practical fishery matters, 
and it may be said that his efforts 
on the Pacific coast had much to do 
with laying the foundation 
of 
the 
great fishery enterprise of the north­ 
west. 
The most recent work under the im­ 
mediate supervision of Major Alex­ 
ander was the investigation of the 
halibut fisheries of Alaskan waters, 
conducted on a cruise of the Albatross 
in 1911. 
As a recognition 
of 
Major 
Alex- 
alender’s talents, in 1906, at the re 


quest of the department of state, he
